GERMAN POLITICIAN AND PEACF. 
The Correspondent of the Press Associauon 
and Daily Telegraph at Copenhagen states :-—A 
representative of the Politiken haw had an in- 
terview with a prominent German politician, a 
member of the Reichstag, who asked the Cor- 
respondent not to publish his name. Answering 
questions about the opinion in the Reichstag 
Main Committee on the situation on the West 
front, and the probable duration of the wear, 
he admitted that the results of the German 
offensive had hitherto been a failure owing to 
too great losses. On that account Hindenburg 
had stopped operations until he could get up 
more artille The German politician went on 
to sar “4 still believe, however, accord- 
ing to the messages of our military leaders, 
that we shall reach the north coast of France, 
where our guns can bar the navigation of the 
Channel, and fire at the South of England. 
It is suggested from the German side that with 
this another phase of the war will commence, 
but so far as Germany is concerned it will be 
very easy to start armistice negowations, a5, 
despite all assertions, we do not aim at any 
conquests. We have lost, including killed, 
wounded, and prisoners, three million men. Do 
think fhtend making a foolish claim 
which would condemn our children te another 
four years of war? Moreover, we will 
enough to do for generations to control the new 
Russian countries, and secure there mercantile 
and industrial influence.
